Addresses were also made by Dr Bo
nllla toastmastor and principal speaker
of the evening Sonor Don Eplfanio Por
tola Minister from Argentina Republic
Sonor Felipe Pardo Minister from Porn
Dr Madrlz Mr Bacon Assistant Secre-
tary of State and Senor Pine Minister
from Spain

Dr Bonilla former President of Hon-
duras announced preparatory to his ad-

dress that Honduras at the instigation-
of the Peace Conference had granted
full amnesty to all political prisoners

Dr Bonilla said in part
4 I feel that the amalgamation of the

North Central and South American re-

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DR TODD LECTURES ON

ShovTM Best of 5MO Photojrrapu of
Planet

In the presence of a distinguished au-

dience at tho Belnsco Theater yesterday
afternoon Dr Todd professor of as-

tronomy at Amherst College gavo for
tho first time his lecture on Mars his
observations being the result of his re-

cent expedition to the Peruvian Andes
under the direction of Prof Lowell of
the Lowell Observatory at Flagstaff Ariz

Dr Todd was formerly a resident of
Washington and selected this city for his
first lecture on account of Its being th
residence of 30 many men eminent In
science

During his observations he made 6X
photographs of Mars the best of which
wore used to Illustrate his lecture In
addition to this many pictures were
given showing tho details incident to
transporting tho groat telescope to the
scene of observations the topography and
life of the country some remarkable
ruins of ancient temples tho remnant of
tho Incas civilization and many others
of the solar system

Basing his assertions on comparative
observation Dr rodd stated that there
was undoubtedly vegetable life on Mars
and possibly animal and human life
Earth and Mars are alike In many re-
spects he said The climate of Mars
may be compared to that experienced In
tho highest altitudes of the earth which
alway have some form of vegetable life
and tis every form of life gives a type
to 11 higher form It remains for the
blologht to determine whether the higher
forms exist on Mars

Science has demonstrated that Mars has
atmosphere soasons and canals tact
ends hore and the rest Is a matter of
conjecture said the lecturer The won-
derful strides In discovery may enable
scientist to communicate with Marg and
revenl the truth Dr Todd will conduct
another expedition to the same scene
next summer and hopes to add much to
the scientific knowledge of the world
